Various restrictive laws would 
have to be repealed and extreme 
care would have to be exercised 
in selecting the agency to be 
instructed with the powers of 
regulation.

MONACHIAL DEMOCRACIES 


HE necessity for govern- 
ment operation of the rail- 
roads arose partly because of the 
restrictive policy of the interstate 
commerce commission, partly he- 
cause of the prohibitions imposed 
by the anti-trust laws, and partly 
because of the difficulty of achie 
ving the highest efficiency under 
diversified and competitive man- 
agement. There was, of course, 
no lack of instances where rail- 
roads failed to give adequate 
Service for reasons chargeable di- 
rectly to the owners themselves: 
some lines had been badly mair- 
agd, otherg had been exploned 
for exorbitant profits. But. in 
the main the very conditions ‘m- 
Posed by the government were 
responsible for the inability of the 
railroads to meet the emergency 
Now these circumstances wre 
of concern to the public priuei- 
pally because the railroads were 
called upon to render a serv -¢ 
of paramount importance. Gov. 
ernment operation was the only 
immediate solution of the problem 
and despite the criticisms that 
have been made, it seems certain 
that serious difficulties were 
avoided by adopting this emer- 
gency measure. 

Tt by no means follows, as sev. 
eral organizations would no+ 
have us believe, that permanent 
nationalization of the railroads is 
the wisest course for us to pur. 
sue. The only essential questior 
is whether government ownershiy 
or whether some other forin of 
management will insure for the 
nation the most efficient opera- 
tion. Government ownership 
would beyond doubt throw the 
railroads into polities: through 
the application of civil servicer 
laws it would have a tendency to 
cordone, if not encourage, slack- 
ing; it would in all probability 
substitute an attitude of acquies- 
cence for one of initiative amonz 
executives and employees, and 
these is every reason to believe 
it would furnish occasion at times 
for exercising sectional favoritism. 
That at least has been the his. 
tory of many other government 
enterprises. We might expect 
that new railroad stations wanld 
he distributed about the country 
as postoffices are now.

We 
were told that Russia and Japan 
were great democracies fighting 
against the central autocracies 
of Europe. To tell us was to 
Prove it.The czar was a demo. 
erat and their lands were democ- 
racies. 

We find that Great Britain is 
described, defined, referred to 
constantly as a democracy, and 
we accept it as if it were a fact 
that Great: Britain is a democracy 
—Great Britain is a monarchy. 
Tt is a monarchy for a profound 
political reason. It ig a mon- 
archy because a king is needed by 
the ruling class, which is an 
aristocracy. 

H. G. Wells asked the British 
people why they should continue 
to have their kings. Other kings 
were being put in the can to 
await the arrival of the wagon. 
Why should the British retain 
their kings and queens?
